Scripture 

■ But the serpent said to the woman: 
"You certainly will not die! No, 
God knows well that the moment 
you eat of it your eyes will be 
opened and you will be like gods 
who know what is good and what 
is evil." (Genesis 3:4b,5) 

• For if by the transgression of the 
one, the many died, how much 
more did the grace of God and the 
gracious gift of the one man Jesus 
Christ overflow for the many.

■ At that time Jesus was led by the 
Spirit into the desert to be tempted 
by the devil. He fasted for forty 
days and forty nights, and 
afterwards he was hungry. The 
tempter approached and said to 
him, "If you are the Son of God ... 
(Matthew 4:1-3a) 

Reflection 

■ How are you tempted? 

■ The seven deadly sins are pride, 
envy, anger, sloth, avarice (greed), 
gluttony and lust. Is anyone 
injured by these “deadly sins?” 

■ How are these sins different from 
the Ten Commandments and the 
Beatitudes? 

■ Do these sins deaden the spirit to 
receive the gifts of God’s love? 

For each person the movement away 
from the threat of enslavement to the 
capital sins will involve growth in some 
basic virtues: humility that recognizes 
god as the basic healer; patience with 
one’s own gradual but steady journey 
towards holiness; and compassion for 
the weakness of others. Although the 
complex reality that is sin cannot easily 
be fit into seven specific categories, the 
survival of capital sins as a spiritual 
theme points to the presence of patterns 
of evil that threaten to dissipate life in 
any age. 1
